Made-over dresses were never easier 
to manage, for so many materials are 
allowed in one gown and almost as 
mauy colors. For your ‘light brown 
cashmere dress and the skirt of a dark- 
er brown, and the yard of brown vel- 
vet. buy about two yards of brown taf- 
feta silk and a scrap of red silk, and 
you will have a pretty gown. Use the 
odd cashmere ‘skirt for a ‘shaped 
flounce to the knees, and the close 
sleeves and round bodice. The rest of 
the skirt may be of the lighter brown. 
Head the flounce and finish the yoke of 
tucked red silk with two tiny frills of 
taffeta cut bias and fringed on the 
lower edge: use the velvet for the col- 
lar and belt. each with a lengthwise 
bow of the taffeta at the back. 

Velveteen bindings are made with a 
slight stiffening run in the edge so as 
to keep a heavy skirt distended, and 
this is what your petticoat needs on 
the edge. as well as a facing of perca- 
line to keep the silk from cutting out;

| FATE OF BEILSTEIN FAMILY,! ~ NOT THE ReaL mamo. — 


City Market — 


FOUR HAVE DIED AND ANOTHER 
LIKELY TO FOLLOW. 


Bertha Refuses to Reveal Why She 
Murdered her Mother and 
Attempted Suicide. 


The misfortunes which have over- | 


taken the Beilstein family of Alle- 
gheny, Pa., during the past twelve 
months reads more like fiction than an 
actuality. The case that prompted 
Bertha A. Beilstein to kill her mother 
and make a desperate attempt on her 
own life may never be revealed. The 
girl shows every disposition to keep the 
secret locked within her own breast, 
unless, indeed, she confided it to her 
brother, now dead, in the letter she is 
alleged to have written to him before 
her attempt on her own life. 

Scarcely less remarkable than the 
crime itself is the fact that the girl, 
with bullet wounds in her breast and 
head, which the surgeons said must 
produce death within a few hours, has 
survived so long, and may recover en- 
tirely. 

Throughout the weeks that she has 

lingered between life and death she 
has been conscious a large part of the 
time, and yet so far as those about her 
will tell has never expressed any eon- 
trition or sorrow for her crime, 
- Bertha A. Beilstein murdered her 
mother by shooting her three times 
with a revolver on the morning of Oct. 
2. She then drank a large quantity of 
laudanum, after which she shot her- 
self four times, using two revolvers, 
and inflicting wounds which the phy- 
sicians thought from the first would 
prove fatal within a few hours, Mrs. 
Beilstein, it is thought, died almost 
immediately. Owing to the promi- 
nence of the family, the tragedy caused 
intense excitement, 

The family retired about 10:30 
e'clock on Saturday evening. Both | 
mother and daughter appeared to be In | 
excellent spirits, and Bertha, who was 
very much attached to her mother, 
bade her good-night in a cheerful man- 
ner, 

Next morning about 9:30, when Ed | 
ward Beilstein brought the Sunday 
supply of meat for the family he found 
that all were still in bed. He went to 
his mother’s room and called several] 
times to her. He then knocked at the 
dcor, without receiving any response, 
opened the door and was horrified to 
find his mother lying on the bed in a 
pool of blood and with three bullet 
holes in her head and body. The hor- 
rifled son then hastily made his way 
to the room of his sister and found her 
lying prostrate across the bed with 
blood gushing from bullet wounds in 
her head and body. In a pool of blood 
on the center of the bed lay two revol- 
vers, one of 38 and. the other of 22- 
caliber. The young weman opened her 
eyes as her brother entered and recog- 
nized him instantly. She called him to 
the side of the bed, and pointing to the 
weapons, said: | 

“I had to die, and killed mother sO , 
she would not grieve over my death.” | 

Sticking in the floor at the bedside of | 
the wounded girl was a large dirk, and 
upon the mantel was found a three-| 
ounce bottle that had contained laud- 
anum. <A large handy-billy was found 
hanging on the knob of the door. 

When the tragedy was reported to 
the police, after a thorough investiga- 
tion, they concluded that the girl en- | 
tered her mother’s room and while | 
the latter was sleeping fired the fatal | 
shots. She then returned to her own. 
room and drank the laudanum, after | 
which she shot herself. The revolver, | 
knife and handy-billy were all taken | 
from a bureau drawer in the attic, | 
where they had been kept for a num- 
ber of years. 

The Beilstein family was bears 
one of the best known in that section 
of Allegheny. The father, John Fred-

erick Beilstein, a former wealthy 
butcher in Allegheny, died suddenly 
from an attack of apoplexy while seat- 
ed at the breakfast table on the morn- 
ing of Dec. 18 last. 

By some surgeon’s Bertha’s case is 
considered most remarkable, while 
others are of the opinion that there 
was nothing unusual about it save the 
young woman’s extraordinsry tenacity 
and constitution. From the time she 
committed the crime she has endured | 
suffering, which at times is intense, | 
with great fortitude, and only at 
times does she complain. 

Each one of Bertha’s self-inflicted 
wounds were considered by the at- 
tending physicians of a dangerous na- 
ture. One of the bullets of 38 caliber 
penetrated the walls of the. stomach 
to the left and about two inches below 
the heart. This was considered a vital 
spot, yet after the first dressing the 
wound began to heal. Two bullets of 
22 caliber entered the left breast, to 
the right of heart, and both wounds 
have almost entirely healed. The 
fourth ball was of 38 caliber and en- 
tering the head immediately above the 
right ear, it pentrated a portion of the 
head. From this wound considerable 
brain matter exuded and the frontal 
bone was shattered. An operation was 
necessary to remove more of the girl’s 
brain. 

This wound is washed and treated 
with an antiseptic dressing daily. The

But they lack the something or other 
that gives the real gem its peculiar 
luster, and you would look in vain te 
discover a fine specimen in the beds 
from which our oysters come, I have 
been in business in this city a good 
many years and during that time I 
have seen just two real pearls found 
in oysters here. One was very ir- 
regular, but of good color, and made 
& very nice scarfpin. The other was a 
pretty, pear-shaped gem, small, but 
perfect.

To Reproduce Dead Men’s Features. 


Experiments to reproduce -dead 
men’s features from their skulls are 
being made in Germany, says the New 
York Sun. The method pursued is that 


zig, to reconstruct the face of John 
Sebastian Bach. At the University of 
Graz the skull of criminals who have 
been executed are used. Casts of these 
will be taken in plaster and given to 
different persons to treat according to 
the rules laid down. The results will 
then be compared with one another 
and with photographs of the original 
owners of the skulls, taken either be- 
fore or after death. Should they prove 
at all successful in obtaining a resem- 
blance there is likely to be a painful 
rummaging around among the bones 
of the great men of the past. 


Why Pins Are Lost, 

Every individual who lives to grow 
up has in all probability asked, at 
some time in his life, what becomes of 
all the pins that are manufactured and 
lost. An old gentleman in London has 
prepared himself to answer the ques- 
tion. By a series of experiments con- 
ducted in his back garden he has dis- 
covered that they go the way of all 
flesh, and are resolved into dust. Hair 
pins, which he watched for 154 days, 
disappeared at the end of that time, 
having been resolved into a ferrous ex- 
ide, a brownish rust, which was blown 
away by the wind as it formed; bright 
pins took nearly eighteen months to 
disappear; polished steel needles near- 
ly two years and a half; brass pins 
had but little endurance; steel pens at 
the end of fifteen months had nearly 
gone, while their wooden holders were 
still intact. Pencils, with which he al- 
So experimented, suffered little by ex- 
posure; the lead was unharmed, and 
the cedar almost as good as new; but 
then nobody has ever asked the ques- 
tion about pencils, and he might have 
spared himself his pains,

= Bertha A. Beilstein murdered her 
mother by shooting her three times 
with a revolver on the morning of Oct. 
2. She then drank a large quantity of 
laudanum, after which she shot her- 
self four times, using two revolvers, 
and inflicting wounds which the phy- 
sicians thought from the first would 
prove fatal within a few hours, Mrs. 
Beilstein, it is thought, died almost 
immediately. Owing to the promi- 
nence of the family, the tragedy caused 
intense excitement, : 

The family retired about 10:30 
o'clock on Saturday evening. Both 
mother and daughter appeared to be in | 
excellent spirits, and Bertha, who was 
yery much attached to her mother, 
bade her good-night in a cheerful man- | 
ner, 

Next morning about 9:30, when Ed 
ward Beilstein brought the Sunday 
supply of meat for the family he found 
that all were still in bed. He went to 
his mother’s room and called several 
times to her. He then knocked at the 
decor, without receiving any response, 
opened the door and was horrified to 
find his mother lying on the bed in a 
pool of blood and with three bullet 
holeg in her head and body. The hor- 
rifled son then hastily made his way 
to the room of his sister and found her 
lying prostrate across the bed with 
blood gushing from bullet wounds in 
her head and body. In a pool of blood 
on the center of the bed lay two revol- 
vers, one of 38 and. the other of 22- 
ealiber. The young weman opened her 
eyes as her brother entered and recog- 
nized him instantly. She called him to 
the side of the bed, and pointing to the 
weapons, said: 
“I had to die, and killed mother sO, 
she would not grieve over my death.” | 

Sticking in the floor at the bedside of | 
the wounded girl was a large dirk, and 
upon the mantel was found a three. | 
ounce bottle that had contained laud- 
anum. A large handy-billy was found 
hanging on the knob of the door. 

When the tragedy was reported to. 
the police, after a thorough investiga- 
tion, they concluded that the girl en- | 
tered her mother’s room and while | 
the latter was sleeping fired the fatal 
shots. 
room and drank the laudanum, after | 
which she shot herself. The revolver, | 
knife and handy-billy were all taken | 
from a bureau drawer in the attic, | 
where they had been kept for a num- 
ber of years. 

The Beilstein family was probably 
one of the best known in that section 
of Allegheny. The father, John Fred- 
erick Beilstein, a former wealthy 
butcher in Allegheny, died suddenly. 
from an attack of apoplexy while seat- 
ed at the breakfast table on the morn- 
ing of Dec. 18 last. 

By some surgeon’s Bertha’s case is 
considered most remarkable, while | 
others are of the opinion that there | 
was nothing unusual about it save the | 
young woman’s extraordinsry tenacity 
and constitution. From the time she 
committed the crime she has endured 
suffering, which at times is intense, | 
with great fortitude, and only at 
times does she complain. 

Each one of Bertha’s self-inflicted 
wounds were considered by the at- 
tending physicians of a dangerous na- 
ture. One of the bullets of 38 caliber 
penetrated the walls of the. stomach 
to the left and about two inches below 
the heart. This was considered a vital 
spot, yet after the first dressing the 
wound began to heal. Two bullets of 
22 caliber entered the left breast, to 
the right of heart, and both wounds 
have almost entirely healed. The 
fourth ball was of 38 caliber and en- 
tering the head immediately above the 
right ear, it pentrated a portion of the 
head. From this wound considerable 
brain matter exuded and the frontal 
bone was shattered. An operation was 
necessary to remove more of the girl’s 
brain. 

This wound is washed and treated 
with an antiseptic dressing daily. The 
portion of the brain at the wound is 
considered dead, and this is responsi- 
ble for the partial paralysis which set 
In several weeks ago. The girl is un-

able to move herself, but at the times 


when she feels strongest she converses 


freely and rationally with those about 
her bedside. 


She, it is said, makes no allusion to 


the crime, and has not expressed her , 


preference of death. She has lost 
nearly 50 pounds in weight, weighing 
about 75 pounds now. ; 
The physicians are unable to predict, 
in case of her ultimate recovery, 
whether she will be in possession of 
ali her faculties or not, 
David Reich, better known in the yi- 
cinity as “Uncle Davey,” and who 
made his home with the Beilstein’s for 
a number of years, was so shocked at 
Bertha’s crime that he left the house 
on Sunday afternoon, telling some of 
the members of the amily that he had 
no desire to live and they would never 
again see him alive. His body, with 
the head completely severed from it, 
was found on the tracks of the Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wayne & Chicago railroad 
near Verner station the next morning.

To Reproduce Dead Men’s Features. 


Experiments to reproduce dead 
men’s features from their skulls are 
being made in Germany, says the New 
York Sun. The method pursued is that

zig, to reconstruct the face of John 
Sebastian Bach. At the University of 
Graz the skull of criminals who have 
been executed are used. Casts of these 


| Will be taken in plaster and given to 
| different persons to treat according to 
the rules laid down. The results will 


then be compared with one another 
and with photographs of the original 
owners of the skulls, taken either be- 
fore or after death. Should they prove 
at all successful in obtaining a resem- 
blance there is likely to be a painful 
rummaging around among the bones 
of the great men of the past. 


Why Pins Are Lost, 

Every individual who lives to grow 
up has in all probability asked, at 
some time in his life, what becomes of 
all the pins that are manufactured and 
lost. An old gentleman in London has 
prepared himself to answer the ques- 
tion. By a series of experiments con- 
ducted- in his back garden he has dis- 
covered that they go the way of all 
flesh, and are resolved into dust. Hair- 
pins, which he watched for 154 days, 
disappeared at the end of that time, 
having been resolved into a ferrous ex- 
ide, a brownish rust, which was blown 
away by the wind as it formed; bright 
pins took nearly eighteen months to 
disappear; polished steel needles near 
ly two years and a half; brass pins 
had but little endurance: steel pens at 
the end of fifteen months had nearly 
gone, while their wooden holders were 
still intact. Pencils, with which he al- 
£o experimented, suffered little by ex- 
posure; the lead was unharmed, and 
the cedar almost as good as new; but 
then nobody has ever asked the ques- 
tion about pencils, and he might have 
spared himself his pains,

Have received mail from Ypsilanti 
dated Aug. 4¥. We are here oniy Wail- 
ing tor tne freezing up so thal grub 
may be treigaiead on sileighs to tne 
mountains, and prospecting and mining 
wili begin. We nave not nad anytning 
like tne cold weather and Winds thai 
Prevalied a years ago this lime, Waen 
we were frozen in ihe big ice fioe lu 
behring sea. Lhe Yukon is still open, 
though there is stiil anchor ice running. 
Neariy all the sSieamers are here li 
Winter quarters in the side Streams. 
ghe weatuer is fine, clear and cold, like 
December at home. The theriuoineter 
has been down to 16 degrees beluw zero. 
it generally thaws during the day time. 
Vaere is an inch of snow on the grounu 
ibis morning. ‘Lhe streets are being 
biockaded with fire wood in the Shape 
of tree iengtas tor winter use. lt is 
worth $35 per cord in this shape. Al 
wood comes down the river in rafts. 
All up-river boats are loaded both ways, 
passengers coming in and going out. 
Many people are waiting for the freeze- 
up to go vut over the ice. Hundreds of 
people are stiil living in tents. The 
costumes of the people look still more 
strange now, as nearly all the new com- 
ers nave donned their winter furs, while 
tae oid timers ignore the chilly air 
With broad-brimmed hats and- short 
it is a queer conibiration of 
tropical and Arctic dress.

The following bit of “postoffice his- 
tory,” found in a scrap book of 50 years 
ago, is of interest at the present time. 


“The first postmaster was Isaac Pow- 


ers, during the administration of John 
Quincy Adams. Mark Norris succeed- 
ed him during the administration of 
Andrew Jackson.” ;
